The 
President will probably refrain from sign- 
ing the bill till the motion for a repeat is 
acted OB. 

CincAOO, April 3— The President htsi- 
tntes to.sif^-n aiid will probably veto the 
tenure bill becuiise it was hastily pnssiul, 
and in such doubtful phraKeoloi,'y that 
members of Congress contest its interpre- 
tation, while jurists bulieve it restores 
the suspended officers.

Madrid, March 31— The Soanish

DuuLiN', Marcli 31 — The Dublin Synod 
met at St Patricia's Catliedral to-day, 
and elected delegates to tho Conference 
on tho Irish Church question. 

Atubhs, March 81 — Tbo Greek Cham- 
'bers have been dissolved, and an eiootion 
will bo held on May Isc, for new mem- 
bers, who will meet on tho fifih of 
June. Tbe Tnrlti,sh eniba-isiuior has pre- 
sented his credentials to the King. 

Madrid, March 31 — In the Cortes 
yesterday, the new loan subscribed by 
the provisional Government was voted. 
Hostility to the ConscriptioD law con- 
tiauos in tho proYiaces, and a fresh out- 
break is feared. 

Lo.NDOS', March 31 —The Royal Com-< 
missionsra appointed to enquire into the 
subject recommended, a law recognizing 
naturalization abroad, as alienating 
British subjects from allegiance to Eng- 
land. It also proposes the total aboli- 
tion of aliens disabililioa to hold landed 
property.

Mon day Morning, April 6. 1869. 

Thb lasb overland mail brought tho 
basis of an agreement by tirtae of 
trbioh it is propoead to allay tho agi- 
tation of tho people of the Province of 
Nova Scotia, who profess to have 
been unfairly dealt with by the terms 
of the Act of Confederation. The 
agreement was arranged by Mr. Howe 
previous to hia acoeptaace of tho posi- 
tion of President of the Privy Council 
ot the Dominion. Tho terms arc com- 
prisod in a lengthy oorroBpondono, exn 
tending over & period ot some uiontba. 
between the Canadian Premier, Sir 
John A. Macdouald, and Mr. Uowo, 
and this corroHpoiidenco is for the firBt 
time made public through tho medium 
of the proviiiCial papora. Tho first of 
the series of letters is from tho Pro- 
mior, who holdn out the olivo-branch 
to the groat Nova Sootian with tho 
request that ho will oxort bis inllu- 
ence towards allaying Ibo popular 
flzoitemenl and smootbiiig down 
the obstraotiona which lU present lie 
in the path of a pcaoof'ul solution of thu 
disagreeoient. Sir John begs Mr. 
Howe to remember that the Colonial 
Offioe baa declared that the Act of 
Confederation was a roeasuro not only 
oondaoive to the strength and welfare 
of the Provinces concerned, "but I'm- 
poriant to the interests of ihe whole Em 
pire. Under these oiroamstances, it 
will be seen bow bopeletis mast be 
any attempt to procure a reversal 
of the groat measure of State ; and 
we ore not surprised thai Mr. Howe 
Bbonid have ovontually yielded to 

manifest destiny" and agreed to bend 
his energies to the task of Eccuring cer- 
tain concessions to liis province, in place 
of wasting them in the fruitless endeavor 
to procure a repeiil of the Act. In the 
course of this letter Sir John asks : 

"Why do you, and those who act with 
joa, not pursue a course similar to tluU of 
O'Gonnell ? He was sincerely desirous 
of eflfecting the repeal of the Union be- 
tween England and Irelnnd, and, as you 
know, spared no effort for that purpose. 
But he did not stand aloof in Parliament. 
On the contrary, while still preserving his 
opinions as to repeal, he gave a general 
support to the admioistratioD of the day, 
and thereby secured for himself * po - 
teatittl voice in the administration 
of Irish aCfairH. At present naatters 
stand thos: Tlie Canadian Gover'n- 
inent most either net without advice fron 
Nova Scotia — which is of course inadvis- 
able — or coasDit with those who, it is 
stated, have not tho confidence of the 
majority of tho people, which continues 
the irritation now existing." 

In bis reply to this leltor, Mr. llowo 
■ayatbat Nova Scotia has nothing to 
hope for from the new English Minis- 
try. "Mr. Gladstone himself bad twice 
spoken and voted against a repeal of 
the Union." The attention of the 
Premier is directed to the fact that 

"If not Confederated, Nova Scotia 
could have mot all her obligations, and 
under ber old tarid', have had u Hmall 
Bcrplus in tho Treasury. 'J'hat by 
imposing ono per cent, upon importH, 
■we could bave raised money enough to 
iteep up oar roads and bridges, now 
left almost wilhoat any provision, 
though our tariff has been raised to 
fifteen per cent., and sundry direct 
taxes have been imposed. It appears 
to me that tho claim for 6:i,0oO,OL)U 
on account of our public wi rks is i\ lair 
ono, to say nothing of another based 
upon the oisproportion of our annual 
coDsumption per bead, and that of our 
people.'' 

Several letters succeeded those from 
which wo have quoted above ; next 
comes reports from Hon. John Kose, Pi 
nancial Minister, and the Auditor-Gun 
eral of the Domioiou, and finally a report 
from the Chairman of the Committee of 
the Privy Couqcil appointed to consider 
tho grievances of tho disaffected Proviuco, 
wherein the following recommoi daiiuim 
occurs : 

lat. That the debt of Nova Scotia, 
on entering the Union, be placed at 
$9,186,756, and that that Province bo 
relieved from any cliargo of interest, 
unless hor debt exceod that Bum; 
and — 

2nd. That for ton yeurfl, from the 
iBt July, 1867, an annual uubjudy ot 
892,698 be paid to that Pruviiico. 

These recommondalions were adopt- 
ed by tho Privy Council and will be 
laid before Parliament at its next ses- 
sion as a Govorntnont measure. Thia 
ended the negotiationB, and Mr. Howe 
took office immediately. Wbeiher 
tho result of these nogotiation.s will 
have tho cfroct ol tramjuilizing Nova 
ycotia, ban yet to jjo ptcn, bu'. we 
observe that several prominent ropeiil- 
crs have just led the ranks ot" the re- 
peal party and joined Mt. Howe. Tel- 
egrams received yesterday mention the 
•xistence of an annoxatioA movement 
in the Pro'iinces; but Huoh reports 
shonld be accepted with ))ropor allow- 
ance for the sonfiationiil luliiudo * liei.oo 
they emanated (Washington). Thoy 
properly belong the same ouiogory ol 
■tartling rumors that havo so fro^ 
auonl'y of late embroiled Great Britain 
jlnd the Uoittd Btftt(i9 iu war.

Tho handsomo new ediflee ereoled for the 
DSB of tbe St. Andrew's Obarob Coogrega- 
lion. Rev. Tho». Somerville, M, A., Pastor, 
WBB dedicated yesterday morning io tbo 
presence of a large ooDiiregation. Rev. Dr. 
Lindsleyof PoifclanJ, Oregon, and Rev, Wm. 
Aitkin, of the Paodora strcot Frosbyterian 
Church of this city, at Hiiied Mr. Somervillo 
ia tbo exercises, wtiicb wero of a very in 
teresting chiuMCler and wero listaned to 
tbroaghout by the vuet assemblage with 
marliod Dlleiit-OD. The openiog prayers aod 
psalms hiiviDi^ buon rundered, tbe reverend 
pastor advauced to the readiog-desk, and 
with on air of deep Eolemoiiy a id : 

'■When triivcllers in Ibeir journeys of eX- 
plorntioQ diaouver fiome now territory or ie- 
Jand in tbe sou, they formally lake poases- 
sioQ of ii in tbu name of tbe king they ser^e;

An BDtbem was sun;; by llie Choir with 
great ti.-^te and aiveoinesa, and tbo Uev. Mr. 
Aitkin, having read from tbo .Sciipturce, 
Dr. Lindflty offered up a forvent prayer 
to Almighty God lor tlio sueceasful miois- 
troiion of Uii Word in t'la new and 
beautiful temple dedicated to iiie oatno and 
to UU "lory. The reverend doctor iben ae- 
leoled tbe C3rd fialm, 1st and 2nd vetses, 
lor bis test :

Reintermen t of W ilkes Bootli, 

DospatcH '0 '^'w York TImoa. 

Baltimokb, Feb 16.— Tho rcmaioe of John 
Wilkes Booth, 'ho asaaseio, were removed 
from WaBhiuglon on Monday afiernoon, and 
arrived ho o on tho same evening. An order 
was obtained oo Monday morning, and J. (- 
Weaver, a well-known uodei taker, proooed- 
ed at cnco lo Washington and disinterred 
the remains. They were oootaiued in o 
plain pine box, two Government blankets be- 
ing wrapped about the person. The ori- 
gicol box, which was much decayed, having 
been rotted by dampness, was exchanged for 
a plain coilis. 

The remains wore brought hero aa secret- 
ly aa possible, and deposited at tbe wara- 
room of Mr Weaver. It became noised 
uboat that bis body vaa here, and at an 
early hoOf 'bis morning ciowda of people 
began to aasemble, all aoxions to gut u 
glimpKe of the last mortal remains of tho 
aanRBfio. All were denied admission, how- 
ever, uniil about 3 p, m,, when the bos wua 
again opened, and the body, or railier skele- 
ton, wai transferred to a splendid motullio 
coflin, 

Tnere was but little ol the romniui left, 
the flesh havin3 all diaapp.iured, leaving but 
a mass ol blackened bonop. Upon oiie loot 
was an old army shoe, and upon the oiher 
a bottolit open upon me lop. This ouvercd 
tho lall foot, tho leg having boon broken 
in his leap from tho ftagC'-box of iha theatre 
after lie had a^saa ioi.t^id Pretiidcnt Liocoln.

The hair 
oil reraaiuud, and the silken curls ol glossy 
I'lack roo'iiuled ono of tliu baiidsoinL' laeo 
which penplu uiico HO adiiiireil, but tho iii- 
lolli^ent face was gone. Diii-ing tho ulter- 
noon hnodreds of people vi-itJd t'lo place, 
,uid some were allowed to view the retnains. 
After a short time it was found that the cur- 
ious crowds had cut the blaokets olmott to 
p.eces lo gel a luveneirs. Many persons oljo 
viHitrd HjI iiiiore Ceini'tcry during tbe day, 
helicnug ihu iniormeijl would be made there, 
nul oame away disappoiutcj. 

Mrs Booth and her sons, Edwin Booth 
and Junius Broius Booth, will arrive hero ic- 
moirow, when tbe body will be deposited in 
u vault at tho Government Cemetery, and io 
II lev; days will ba secretly interred, in the 
piosenco of the family, at Baltimore Corne- 
leiy, he.-iidu tho remains of Junius Brutus 
Booth tbe senior. 

There seems n disposition oo the part of 
maov people here to got up a demo^st-aiion, 
but tbe relatives ol Booth oppose anything of 
the sort, an have arranged to inter the re- 
maioa aecrelly, as above stated. Tbo pre- 
sence of Booth's remairs lias hoan the io| ie 
of couversalioo among u>l classes here, aud 
ha* been the sensation ol the day,

of, Yoiitiirdiiy morning an inc|UU9t wua hold 
over the dead body of ibe deceased, und tho 
jury rendered tbe loilowiag verdict : "We 
dad that tbe deceased, Sylvester Denioo, 
came I'i hia death by the accidental tabing 
ol arsenic poison, nii.'iod with I'dion meal, 
svhich had been carelessly kept io the 
kitchen closet, wbere other ingredionls wero 
stored in packages similar in nppearaucu, 
and on tbe samo nholf; and tutlher, the 
jniy, from the evidence lurnisbed, find that
